FREEDOM OF PRESS REMAINS 
INVIOLATE ONLY WHERE PEOPLE 


THEMSELVES HAVE FREEDOM 


BY PATH, MIIXER 
NEW YORK, Nov. 2. (If}—Cham- 


pioning the cause of a free press 
in a rapidly changing world has 
become a pretty lo»ely business 
except in Uncle Sam's domain. 
Great Britain, and a few other 
lands. 
Elsewhere, with somewhat awk- 
ward vigilance, 
censors' 
/pencils 
whack and ruin; prison sentences 
—and even execution—arise to cow 
the would-be alert journalist. 


Germany^ polished off what re- 
mained of thet principle of free- 
dom of the press as understood in 
this country, in a law approved 
October 8. 
It set up the death penalty for 


circulation of "treasonable" articles 
and squeezed newspapers complete- 
ly under the thumb of the author- 
ities. 
. 


This law made journalism a li- 
censed profession in which Aryan- 
ism and Nazi patriotism were list- 
ed as necessary qualifications. 
Months earlier, the Austrian gov- 
ernment—though 
avowedly 
anti- 


Nazi in nearly every other pos- 
sible stand—had taken a couple of 
good long strides in the .same di- 
rection . 
• 
First the Austrlans issued a de- 
cree that all newspapers must pub- 
lish free of charge and without 
comment all government political 
announcements up to 600 words 
daily. 


That was In June, and a month 
later 
another 
decree 
appeared 
which placed the official ban on 
big, black headlines. 
Now, banner lines must not ex- 
ceed seven incrhea in length—and 
newspapers who desire to spread 
the happenings of the • day under 
more arresting headings may in- 
dulge the whim only .If they en- 


joy the enviable distinction of be- 
ing able to laugh off a $350 fine. 


Although these and other similar 
bigger and more binding regula- 
tions generaly have been effec- 
tive, there have been evidences of 
revolt. 


A sample was that In Madrid 
last August. There, Gonznlo La- 
torre, a reporter who had been 
jailed 28 days, got out on bail only 
to write an article for the news- 
paper La Nacion, which, led go- 
crnment agents to confiscate an 
entire edition. 


In Italy, Premier Mussolini re- 
moved any 
possible 
remaining 
doubts about where control of the 
press in that country lay, in an 
act of August 1. That was the 
day he named his son-in-law, Count 
Galeazzo Ciano, to head the gov- 
ernment press bureau. This bureau 
is the instrument through which 
the press is kept in line in Italy. 


The censor—no unfamiliar fig- 
ure in most other parts of the 
newspaper-reading world—leads a 
fairly busy life in South America. 


In Mexico, where the government 
formerly bent a watchful glare 
In incoming and outgoing news, 
there has been no censorship now 
for three years. 


Soviet Russia has a system all 


its own. There are of course no 
privately-owned newspapers there. 
All are published either by trades 
unions (fostered by the govern- 
ment), by governmental institu- 
tions or by government commis- 
sarjats. 


But such 
regulation evidently 
has been no barrier to the growth 
of newspapers. 
Government 
au- 
thorities claim Russia now has 
three times as many newspapers 
as under the Czars and ten times 
as many newspapers readers.

mean a certain upswing toward 
prosperity. 


Scientists are investigating the 
relation between these eruptions 
on the sun's surface and wireless 
reception, some of them declar- 
ing that increased sun spot acti- 
vity brings poorer reception. 


Within the last two years sta- 


tions 
have 
been 
established 
around the world from which to 
study and. keep records of the 
spots. The sun never sets on its 
observers. 


"A faint new spot was 
seen 


briefly , about three weeks ago," 
Dr. Nicholson said today, "but 
we decided to wait for more evi- 
dence. Another new and larger 
spot now "has appeared. Each 
was of a polarity opposite that 
of the old ones and each was in 
the neighborhood of 30 degrees 
from the sun's equator."

Sir John Simon, the foreign sec- 
retary, will state the government's 
case upon the re-assembling of par- 
liament and the labor party mem- 
bers then will decide whether to 
launch a vote censure. 


LONDON, Nov. 2.—(IP}— Large 


gains for labor are shown In re- 
sults of municipal elections held 
yesterday in England and Wales 
under the system by which one- 
third of the members of the coun- 
cils retire each year. 
The results from more than 100 


of the most important towns show 
the labor party increased its rep- 
resentations on councils and gain- 
ed control of a number of bor- 
oughs, including Sheffield, Walls- 
end, Barnsley, Swansea, Norwich 
and Barking.

towns show: 
Labor: Gains, ISO; losses 7.

To Use R. F. C. Note*. 


Making known the first step In 
the buying of foreign gold, -Chair- 
man Jesse H. Jones of the RFC 
last night announced that the New 
York federal reserve bank would 
pay for imported gold in HFC 
notes, with which the newly mined 
domestic metal also Is bought.. 


By this plan. It appeared the 


government -had 
avoided 
direct 
dealings in foreign gold and ex- 
change markets, leaving them to 
individuals and firms choosing to 
ship gold here. 


The effect of this upon world 
gold prices and the exchange value 
of the dollar and the pound, econ- 
omists said, would be virtually tho 
same as' though the government 
were making the purchase direct. 


American firms importing tho 


gold, it was explained, would'have 
to buy pounds or francs to pay 
for it abroad, thereby depreciating 
the dollar in relation to the Brit- 
ish and French monetary units. \ 
Readily Convertible. 
Europeans who choose to send 
the gold here will be paid in the 
RFC notes, readily convertible in- 
to dollars, and then would have 
to covert the dollars into the cur- 
rency of their own country. 
The result would be an offerings 


of dollars for pounds or, francs, 
just as in the case of an American 
making the transaction.

• Summing it up the NRA 
is not intended to enthrone 
any labor organization or to 
iissolve any labor organiza- 
tion. It does not destroy the 
right ,of an 
employer to

Some are fundamentalists, some 
are Liberals; some are rltalists, 
some, like the Quakers, discard 
all ritual. But all of them accept 
Jesus Christ as their personal Sa- 
vior, and seek to govern their 
lives by Hia will.

Quibblers are common.

Millions of good people have 
eoncentraded their religious inter- 
ests upon modes of baptism, forms 
of dress, characteristics rotual, ob- 
servance of one day Instead of an- 
other as Sabbath, forms of church 
government or specific incidental 
details of scripture, such as per- 
fectionism or millienalism. They 
stress these to the exclusion of the 
major Message of the New Tes- 
tament. Older folk will recall .how 
Presbyterian congregations used to 
be split over the question of the 
use of a musical Instrument In 
the miblie worship. 
To this 
there are many Christians

think that card-playing, theatre- 
going and dancing are the tests 
by which a true Christian Is to be 
judged.

dent for these good persons who 
too firm a hold on some cle- 
of religion. There were devout 
and loyal Jewish,.Christians in Je- 
rusalem, in apostolic days, who

Two Hundred Denomination* 
This was the first great contro- 
versy in the long history of the 
Christian church, a history that 


and lasting good to the Christian 
church. When controversy between 
sincere persons is conducted on a 
high plane and in a. Christian spir- 
t it may be wholesome. God for- 
bid that men should ever cease 
to be willing to contend for the 
truth as they see it. 
That way 
truth is discovered and progress 
made. 
The .spirit of the French 
apothegm is fine; "I disagree with 
everything you say but I will de- 
fend with my life your right to 
say it." What is to be feared is 
that which Longfellow calls 
"The strife for triumph more thnn 
truth." 
In the case which constitutes the 


present Lesson, Paul and Barna- 
bas, ever men of action, went up 
to Jerusalem to appeal the case to 
the Mother church, ruled by apos- 
tles and elders who knew the 
mind of Christ. They believed in 
church authority In those days,,a 
thing which modern Protestants 
treat with too scant consideration. 
Who ever hears nowadays of a 
church daring to discipline erring 
members? We have come a long
